The outstanding event of the week in which this article is written was 
the dissolution of Parliament and the calling of a general election to take 
place next month to choose a new House of Commons. This is a matter in 
which every citizen of Canada is vitally interested regardless of individual 
party views and affiliations or ‘position ‘occupied in the economic*life of the 
Dominion.

fortunes of political parties are not the concern of this particular 
what we are concerned about are the fortunes of the Dominion of 
Canada, and, in particular, of Western Canada because of a profound convic- 
tion that it will only be through the settlement, the development, the pros- 
perity of this vast western land that permanent growth and prosperity will 
come to the Dominion as a whole, Support given, or oppositign voiced, in 
this column to any given policy In the past, or that may be given or voiced 
in the future, is not because such policy may originate with any particular 
political party, but because of its bearing on Canada’s progress and prosperity. 

In the coming election, as in all eleetions, many conscientious voters will 
find themselves in somewhat of a quandary just how to mark their ballot paper. 
They not only will be called upon to choose from among the candidates offer- 
ing for election the man or woman to be their repreesntative at Ottawa, but, 
while. making that choice, they must also render a verdict on the larger nation- 
al issue of the policies and group of men they desire to rule at Ottawa. 

Because of this double responsibility, many voters find themselves in dif- 
ficulties. If it was merely a case of selecting their local representative, the 
task Would be comparatively simple, namely, voting for the candidate who in 
their judgment was the most upright, the ablest, best informed and most {n- 
telligent, and therefore likely to prove the most capable represntative. But 
it not infrequently happens that this particular candidate is standing in sup- 
port of policies and leaders which the individual voter is not prepared to sup- 
port, while a less capable man is the candidate supporting policie 
in which he has confidence. The problem is there, 
it must be decided by the voter. 

One thing the individual voter can do, and that is to use all his influence 
to secure the selectiog of a candidate in whom he has every confidence as a 
local representative by the party whose policies he supports: and in whose 
leaders he has confidence. Such action*on his part is one of the duties of 
citizenship which the individual voter owes to his country. 

Another course of action on the part of the individual voter is to refrain 
pledging his support to any one candidate until all the candidates are in the 
field, and the opposing policies of the contending parties are clearly outlined 
and understood. Nobody should pledge such a valuable thing as their yote 
“in the dark” and without full knowledge of all the facts which have a bearing 
in the election, 

In the approaching tieaison there is another and grave consideration which 
must influence the voter in the marking of his ballot. Since Confederation, 
with the exception of the last four years, the party in power at Ottawa, whether 
Liberal, Conservative or Unionist, has always commanded a substantial and 
working majority. It was able to govern, and if it was guilty of neglect and 
failure to grapple and deal with national problems, the responsibility rested 
squarely on its shoulders. 

During the past four years the Government of the day did not possess such 
a majority. The House of Commons was divided into three distinct groups, 
each with policies of their own. The outstanding featura ot Conservative 
policy was wholly unacceptable to the Progressive group and to the vast ma- 
jority of the Government following; the principles and primary features of 
Progressive policy were equally unacceptable to the Conservatives and to a 
certain section of the Liberals, Inasmuch as the Government of the day 
had to depend upon the support of one group or the other, a deadlock usually 
resulted, and party considerations and manoeuvrings became paramount to the 

national welfare and progress. 

As a result, Canada has drifted at a time when decisive action was urgent- 
ly needed. lverybody recognizes the situation. ‘The Opposifion make it a 
charge against the Government; the Govérnment admits the situation has 
existed but holds itself blameless in view of the conditions which confronted {t. 
‘" Great Britain suffered from exactly the same situation until an election 
became imperative. Then the people put an end to an impossible situation 
by returning one party with an overwhelming majority and a clear mandate 
to govern. In The last United States election the voters were faced with a 
similar problem, and they, too, decided in the interests of good government 
to give one group a clear and substantial working majority, 

In the election next month the voters of Canada must face this issue and 
decide it, Regardless of the outcome of the voting, it is important that de- 
cisive action one way or the other be taken, and an énd put to present inde- 
cision and drifting leading to worse than stagnation in the development and 
carrying into effect of-policies and reforms calculated to promote the national 
welfare.

World Poultry Congress 

Alberta was represented last week 
by Hon. Geo, Hoadley, Minister of 
Agriculture, and J. H. Hare, Poultry 
Commissioner, at the meeting held 
in Toronto to consider plans for the 
world poultry congress to be held in 
Ottawa next year. Hon: Mr. Hoad- 
ley advocated formation of provine- 
ial committees to co-operate with 
the central committee to make the 
Congress a success, and the plan 
was given support. 


Big Oil Output Continues 

Royalite No. 4 well, inthe Turner 
valley, 45 miles south-west of Cal- 
gary, is steadily maintaining its 
huge production of high grade nap- 
tha, as official figures on the August 
shipments from the well disclose. 

The figurcs are based on the actual 
shipments of naptha from the Black 
Diamond plant of the company to 
Okotoks and show that the total 
shipped during August was 515,285 
imperial gallons. This total, how- 
ever, imcludes approximately twelve 
thousand gallons of naptha produced 
by the absorption plant from wells 
1, 2 and 8, so that the net total 
shipped from the separators taking 
naptha from No. 4 well was about 
503,285 gallons. At 35 imperial 
gallons to the barrel this is approx- 
imately 14,379 barrels for August, 
or 463 barrels per day. 


Take Irrigated Farms 


About 100 farmers have taken 
land in the Lethbridge Northern 
Irrigation district. About 60,000 
acres in this scheme are now under 
crop, an increase of 20,000 acres 
over the estimate for 1925. 


Former Alberta. Man Honored 


Charles A. Magrath, Chairman of 
the International Waterways Com- 
mission, and former member of 
parliament for Medicine Hat con- 
stituency, has been appointed chair- 
man of the Ontario Hydro-electric 
commission to succeed the late Sir 
Adam Beck. Mr. Magrath is au 
old-time resident of Lethbridge, 
Alberta. 


Big Sheep Deal 

A big sheep deal was arranged at 
Cardston last week between James 
Nielson, one of Southern Alberta’s 
foremost sheepmen for years, and 
W. E. Pitcher, prominent farmer 
and machinery dealer of Cardston, 
Mr. Pitcher purchased the entire 
flock of sheep and also the big lease 
on the Blood Indian Reserve from 
Mr. Nielaon. The deal involved 
$58,000. 


New Salt Industry 


What is destined to become one 
of Alberta’s most important indus- 
tries, and what is practically the 
first industry of consequence to be 
developed in territory tributary to 
the A. and G, W. line, is nowin full 
swing. This is the salt plant of the 
Alberta Salt Co. at Port McMurray 
which is financed by Edmonton 
men. 

The plant, which has been under 
construction for the past year or 
more at the salt wells on the Atha- 
basca river just above Fort MoMur- 
ray, has been in operation for some 
weeks, and is producing about 40 
tons of salt a day, it ia stated. It is 
hoped later on to he able to increase 
the capacity of the plant to about 
76 tons per day. 


The salt produced at the plant is 
finding a ready sale, which is evid- 
enced by the fact that the firm had 
orders for 20 carloads during the 
past week. 

The yearly consumption of salt in 
Alberta is estimated at about sixty 
thousand tons, and it is stated that 
it would be possible to fill all of this 
demand in the near future from the 
new plant at McMurray. This, in 
combination with theingoing traffic 
incidental thereto, would mean valu- 
able traffic for the government rail- 
way, the A.andG.W. Even as it 
is at present, the operation of the 
plant is adding welcome traffic to 
the government road. 


Co-operative Loans in Good Shape 

That practically every cent of 
money loaned by the provincial 
government to thesugar beet growers 
of the southern Alberta irrigation 
districts. under the Co-operative 
Credit Societies’ Act this spring will 
be repaid when the returns from 
the present harvest are in, is the 
opinion of W. V. Newson. deputy 

provincial treasurer, who has com- 

pleted an inspection trip of the sugar 
beet. district. 

Approximately $100,000 has been 
loaned sugar beet and other societies 
connected with that industry. 

Mr. Newson, during his inspec- 
tion of the sugar beet districts, in 
connection with the loans to the 
credit societies, found that a more 
than usually good crop is being ex- 
pected. Harvesting is starting very 
shortly and an average of 16 tons to 
the acre of beets is anticipated, Mr. 
Newson saw some fields which will 
go mnch higher, even as high aa 25 
tons to the acre. ; 

The ordinary profit figured on an 
acre of beets yielding 16 tons is from 
$40 io $50, but in some cases this 
profit will go as high as $70 an acre. 

Tribute to the operation of the 
Co-operation Credits Act in this 
province is paid by W. H. Wattis, 
president of the Utah Idaho Sugar 
Co. and the Canadian Sugar Fact- 
ories, Ltd., which is operating the 
factory at Raymond. Mr. Wattis is 
immensely taken. with the succéss- 
ful operation of this act in Alberta, 
particulariy in respect to the sugar 
beet industry, and takes occasion, 
in a letter to Mr. Newson, to give 
unstinted praise for the act itself, 
and its administration by the pro- 
vincial treasury department. In- 
cluding beet societies and others now 
in operation, there are 32 societies 
in all. The total amount loaned to 
allsocieties in 1924 was $944.581.61 
The total amount of loans outstand- 
ing at the end of December 1924, 
was $56,609.01. Of this amount 
it is expected that only $35,000 
will by carried over at the end of 
the year. 

Mr. Newson states that in the total 
experience of the department over a 
period of seven years the total of 
bad debts accumulated will not ex- 
ceed $25,000, which may easily be 
written off out of reserves.

Canada’s System le Ciaimed to be the 
Best In the World 

Canada was the first country to 
grade and standardize eggs. Thirty- 
one inspectors are now employed 
throughout the country by the Domin- 
fon department of agriculture, check- 
ing up on export and interprovincial 
shipments and on the wholesale and 
retail trade. Eggs fit for human 
consumption are divided into four 
grades.on the basis of interior qual- 
ity, cleanness and weight. ‘Our sys- 
tem of egg grading is claimed to be 
the best in the world and has been 
adopted with slight modification by 
the United States. This standardiza- 
tion of eggs has established confidence 
between producer and consumer and 
between exporter and British import- 
er, and has-resulted in a greatly in- 
creased demand for the Canadian egg 
both at home and abroad. Our domes- 
tic consumption per capita-has in- 
creased from 16.76 dozen in 1920 to 26 
dozen’ in 1924. The Canadian people 
are now approaching a consumption of 
an egg per person per day and when 
this is reached We shall require about 
270 million dozens to supply our wants. 


Experimenting With New Cereal 


Adiay is First Grain To Be Discovered 
For Centuries 

Experts are interested in experi- 
ments that. are being made in the 
Philippines with a néw cereal called 
adlay. At one time or another’ all 
cereals, such as wheat, rice and maize, 
were wild grasses, and many years of 
patient research have been necessary 
to develop their edible utility. There 
must be numerous grains of potential 
value growing throughout the world; 
but until the discovery of adlay no ad- 
dition has been made to our existing 
supplies for centuries. Adlay has 
been known in India and Asia for 
some time. The natives have made 
use of it fn its half-wild state, but no 
effort was made towards its cultiva-

Im the report of the Dominion poul- 
try husbandman for 1924 half a dozen 
pages or more are devoted to particu- 
lars of a series of experiments con- 
ducted during the winter of 1923-24 
to test various feeds and their effect 
upon egg production and hatchability. 
Such minute details are given that 
they are far better studied than stim- 
marized. Indeed a-mere summary 
could in no way do justice to the mass 
Of facts supplied, not only as to results 
but as to cost. With the exception, 
of the special feeds under experiment 
all pens were handled and fed alike. 
The scratch grain was a’ commercial 
mixture, the mash being the standard 
home-made mash- consisting of equal 
parts by weight of bran,shorts, corn- 
meal, ground oats and beef meal. This 
mash was fed to all pens except those 
in which protein feeds were “under 
test. Grit, shell and. charcoal were 
kept before the birds in hoppers at all 
times. Unless. otherwise indicated 
they were also-given both milk and 
water to drink. 

The various experiments of which 
full and clear tables of results are giv- 
en were as follows; (1) Beef scrap vs. 
tankage vs, liver tankage vs. raw liver; 
(2) animal protein experiment with 
hatching results; (3) Mangels — vs. 
sprouted oats vs. clover leaves vs. cab- 
bage vs. Epsom salts vs. no green feed.

Canada’s export business in dairy 
products. for the twelve months ending 
with June of the present year showed 
very considerable improvement over 
that of the preceding year. As re- 
ported in the last News Letter of the 
Dominion dairy and cold storage 
ranch the exports of butter in 1924- 
25 were 25,096,120 lb. valued at $8,- 
934,794 and of cheese 134,418,700 Ibs.

lbs, of cheese worth $22,634,880. The 
exports were, of course, mostly to the 
United Kingdom, but it is noticeable 
that in June alone China took 57,232 
lbs. of butter, and Belgium 171,100 lbs., 
and Germany 168,500 Ibs. of cheese.

It is a well-known fact that with the 
introduction of public water supplies 
in cities and towns which had pre- 
viously been dependent on doméstic 
wells, the death rate from typhold 
fever, the most serious of water-borne 
diseases, has decreased to a remark- 
able extent. 

In our country districts, however, 
where the scattered population makes 
the establishment of a public water 
supply system impossible, the farmer 
is forced to depend tipon his own do- 
mestic source, which fs, in most cases, 
the shallow well. That such a well 
ean be.a source of positive danger 
from typhoid. dysentery, diarrhoea and 
other disorders has been amply prov- 
en, but still many farmers do not real-: 
ize fully the importance of a pure un- 
polluted water supply, or the danger 
to their families and thefr stock lurk- 
ing in contaminated water. 


The location of the farm well is fre- ° 


quently faulty and denotes a lack of 
khowledge of the danger to health 
from water. when .there is any chance 
of drainage or leaking from. such 
sources of pollution as _. barnyards, 
cesspools, privy, manured fidlds, sink 
drains, etc. Not only should the well 
be placed at a reasonable distance 
from such sources of filth (say 40-50 
yards), but aiso, if possible, on higher 
ground. The more porous the ground, 
the greater should be the distance 
from any contaminating source. 

' Even. when the well is remdved 
from any source of pollution, the 
ground water should be made to filter 
through at least 12 to 15 feet of soll 
before entering the well. Soll tends 
to remove germs and impurities from 
surface wasnings. The water, how- 
ever, shouJd be made to really filter 
througk the soil by insuring that the 
sides of the well, for a depth of 12 to 
15 feet, are tight and impervisus to 
water. The top, naturally, should be 
so constructed that no contamination 
can possibly enter. - 

Water may be seriously polluted 
without showing this by its taste or 
appearance. A bright, sparkling 
water is by no means a guarantee of a 
pure supply. 
from a well becomes cloudy or turbid 
after a heavy rain, there is evidently 
some defect, for this condition indt- 
cates that surface washings are enter- 
ing without proper filtration. 

The divisions of bacteriology and 
chemistry at the central experimental 
farm will aujalyze water samples sub- 
mitted by farmers living within a rea- 
sonable distance. Application’ for tn- 
structions as to taking the sample 
should first be made. 


~ Record Oat Yield 


Ottawa Experimental Farm Harvested 
95!%4 Bushels Per Acre 

The largest yleld of oats ever se- 
cured from the fields of the central 
experimental farm at Ottawa, 
harvested this year, according to a 
statement issued by farm officials. 

A’ one-acre fleld. of banner oats 
ylelded 95% bushels per acre. These 
oats were grown on a three-year rota- 
tien of corn, oats, and clover. For 
the corn crop, which preceded the 
oats, a dressing of farm manure was 
applied. No manure or fertilizers of 
any kind were applied for the oats. 

Another acre of banner oats in a 
four-year rotation of corn, oats, clov~ 
er and timothy yielded 91 bushels per 
acre, As inthe former case, no man- 
ure or fertilizers were applied for the 
oat crop, but the corn crop which pre- 
ceded was given a good dressing of 
farm manure,

For the slanders which led Paul to 
make this defense of his motives and 
methods as a missionary, turn to the 
Suggestion for Beginning the Lesson, 
First Topic. 

“Looked at as a whole, this passage 
warns us against slander. Paul was 
slandered; they said he was a very 
smart man, who looked well to his own 
interest and made dupes of simple peo- 
ple.
